WASHINGTON, March 23r-President Wilson today called 


the miners and operators in joint conference to revise the wage 
schedules on the basis recommended in the majority report of the 
Coal Commission. At-the same time the President issued an 
order to take -effect April 1, abandoning all orders relative to 
government prices issued prior to March I, when the railroads 
were returned to their owners. The effect of this order is to lift 
govrnment distribution and to knock out all price regulations 
issued under the authority of the Lever Act. The White House 
also made public both the majority and the minority reports of 
the Coal Commission which adjourned recently after long hear- 
>taffs on the bituminous coal wage controversy. 


Both, the majority and the minority reports accept as a 


a>vem«Te increase to tonnage workers of 25 per cent, over 


in effect March 31, 1919, with the provision that the 


cent wage increase fixed by former Fuel Administrator 


be eliminated April 1, when the new wage scale is to

The miners in their 
original demands asked for a six hour day and a five day week 
but later changed it to a seven hour day. 


> Both agreed that the contract between the miners and 


operators terminate in the spring It was pointed out that at 
the time of the soft coal strike that the contract terminated in 
the fatt and the country was at a great disadvantage and a great 
giBTcity of coal was faced as winter came on. 


The majority report advocates a commission to settle tech- 


nical questions such as car pushing coal to miner's family, camps, 
and homes, Uaeksmithing. White differs with the majority re- 
port. These differences were classed by President Wilson as net 
highly important. 
In addition the report recommends storage 


of a thresunonths' supply of coal by July 1, of each year by the 
federal government, public utilities and domestic consumers. 
It also recommends that the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
raise the rates of freight on coal in the spring higher than in 
the winter months in an effort to minimize the car shortage.

In talking with people about Russia, 


I have discovered that most people in 
America have only a faint, uncertain, 
vague idea of the country. Czar Nich- 
olas, the last of the self-proclaimed au- 
tocrats, was monarch of 
8,660,000 


square miles, one-sixth of the entire 
land surface of tbe earth. The great 
Russian empire Is spread over part of 
two continents, Europe and Asia. It Is j 
almost entirely confined to the cold 
and temperate zones. 


Three seas bound it on the north— 


White, Barents and Kara of the arctic; 
the seas of Bering, Okhotsh and Japan 
of the northern Pacific bound It on the 
east. 
The Baltic sen, the gulfs of 


Bothnia and Finland limit It on the 
northwest; two sinuous lines of land 
front separate ft respectively from 
Sweden and Norway on tbe northwest, 
and from Prussia, Austria and Rou- 
mania on the west. On the south and 
east the frontier has changed frequent- 
ly, according to tht> expansion and con- 
traction of the empire under the pres- 
sure of political exigency nnd expedi- 
ency. 
Tbe Black sea is the princi- 


pal demarcating feature on the south 
of European Russia. On the west side 
of that sea the south frontier touches 
the Danube for some 120 miles; on the 
east side of the same sea it zigzags 
from the Black sea to the Caspian, 
utilizing the river Aras for part of 
tbe distance. 
As the Caspian is vli<- 


tually a Busslaa sea, Persia may be 
said to form tbe next link' in the south- 
ern boundary of the Russian empire, 
followed by Afghanistan. On the Pa- 
mirs, Russia has since 1885 been co- 
terminous with British India, but the 
boundary then swings away north 
round Chinese Turkestan, and the 
north side of Mongolia, and since 1905 
it has skirted the north of Manchuria, 
being separated from It by the river 
Amur. 


The total length of the frontier line 


of the Russian empire by land Is 
2,800 miles In Europe and nearly 10,- 
000 miles In A»ln, and by sea, over 
11,000 miles in Europe ahd between 
10,000 and 20,000 miles in Asia—a 
frontier of 68,000 mllci. 


Empire's Vast Population. 


Tbe population of the empire, ac- 


cording to the 1915 census, was esti- 
mated at 182,182.600. According to the 
same census this population was dis- 
tributed as follows: In European Rus- 
sia, 131,796,800; In Poland, 12,125,000; 
in Caucasus, 13,105,000; In Siberia, 12,- 
337,900; In the central Asian provinces, 
11,125,000; Finland, 3,125,000. 


Over 80 per cent of the people of 


Russia are peasants. The land Is their 
problem. 
It means home to them— 


work, life. Their one dream has been 
to own the land. Land ownership Is 
their definition of freedom, their idea 
of happiness. 


The Russian peasant has been a 


stranger In his own country. 
The 


man who tills the soil and lives on the 
land and yet never owns an acre of 
it is a foreigner, even though his 
forbears may have been native to the 
country for centuries. 
The Russians 


have felt this; they are simple, home- 
loving people. From the conversations 
1 have had with Russians of the peas- 
ant class I believe that they have suf- 
fered more because they never had a 
chance to own their own homes, their 
own farms, than from the denial to 
them of political freedom. The land 
question is a heart question, a hearth 
question to them. 


Crime in Land Distribution. 


Some idea of the land crime In Rus- 


sia is told in the startling figures show- 
ing the actual distribution of arable 
land, forests and meadows ID Euro- 
pean Russia. The •following table is 
only one count In the Indictment:

The great mass of the people, 81.6 
per cent peasants; 10 per cent made 
up the nobility; 9 per cent the 
clergy; 0,8 per cent the burghers 
and nwchnnts; C.1 per cent the mili- 
tary ; thus 147,000,000 of the Russians 
were peasants.

WASHINGTON, March 23r-President Wilson today called 


the miners and operators in joint conference to revise the wage 
schedules on the basis recommended in the majority report of the 
Coal Commission. At-the same time the President issued an 
order to take -effect April 1, abandoning all orders relative to 
government prices issued prior to March I, when the railroads 
were returned to their owners. The effect of this order is to lift 
govrnment distribution and to knock out all price regulations 
issued under the authority of the Lever Act. The White House 
also made public both the majority and the minority reports of 
the Coal Commission which adjourned recently after long hear- 
>taffs on the bituminous coal wage controversy. 


Both, the majority and the minority reports accept as a 


a>vem«Te increase to tonnage workers of 25 per cent, over 


in effect March 31, 1919, with the provision that the 


cent wage increase fixed by former Fuel Administrator 


be eliminated April 1, when the new wage scale is to 
effective and continue in effect until March 31, 1922 or 


for two yars. As to day laborers and monthly men, except trap- 
pen «Mfthfil^«]bj^nbe majority report provides lor an ad- 
vance of fl.OO a day.

The miners in their 
original demands asked for a six hour day and a five day week 
but later changed it to a seven hour day. 


> Both agreed that the contract between the miners and 


operators terminate in the spring It was pointed out that at 
the time of the soft coal strike that the contract terminated in 
the fatt and the country was at a great disadvantage and a great 
giBTcity of coal was faced as winter came on. 


The majority report advocates a commission to settle tech- 


nical questions such as car pushing coal to miner's family, camps, 
and homes, Uaeksmithing. White differs with the majority re- 
port. These differences were classed by President Wilson as net 
highly important. 
In addition the report recommends storage 


of a thresunonths' supply of coal by July 1, of each year by the 
federal government, public utilities and domestic consumers.

In talking with people about Russia, 


I have discovered that most people in 
America have only a faint, uncertain, 
vague idea of the country. Czar Nich- 
olas, the last of the self-proclaimed au- 
tocrats, was monarch of 
8,660,000 


square miles, one-sixth of the entire 
land surface of tbe earth. The great 
Russian empire Is spread over part of 
two continents, Europe and Asia. It Is j 
almost entirely confined to the cold 
and temperate zones. 


Three seas bound it on the north— 


White, Barents and Kara of the arctic; 
the seas of Bering, Okhotsh and Japan 
of the northern Pacific bound It on the 
east. 
The Baltic sen, the gulfs of 


Bothnia and Finland limit It on the 
northwest; two sinuous lines of land 
front separate ft respectively from 
Sweden and Norway on tbe northwest, 
and from Prussia, Austria and Rou- 
mania on the west. On the south and 
east the frontier has changed frequent- 
ly, according to tht> expansion and con- 
traction of the empire under the pres- 
sure of political exigency nnd expedi- 
ency. 
Tbe Black sea is the princi- 


pal demarcating feature on the south 
of European Russia. On the west side 
of that sea the south frontier touches 
the Danube for some 120 miles; on the 
east side of the same sea it zigzags 
from the Black sea to the Caspian, 
utilizing the river Aras for part of 
tbe distance. 
As the Caspian is vli<- 


tually a Busslaa sea, Persia may be 
said to form tbe next link' in the south- 
ern boundary of the Russian empire, 
followed by Afghanistan. On the Pa- 
mirs, Russia has since 1885 been co- 
terminous with British India, but the 
boundary then swings away north 
round Chinese Turkestan, and the 
north side of Mongolia, and since 1905 
it has skirted the north of Manchuria, 
being separated from It by the river 
Amur. 


The total length of the frontier line 


of the Russian empire by land Is 
2,800 miles In Europe and nearly 10,- 
000 miles In A»ln, and by sea, over 
11,000 miles in Europe ahd between 
10,000 and 20,000 miles in Asia—a 
frontier of 68,000 mllci. 


Empire's Vast Population. 


Tbe population of the empire, ac- 


cording to the 1915 census, was esti- 
mated at 182,182.600. According to the 
same census this population was dis- 
tributed as follows: In European Rus- 
sia, 131,796,800; In Poland, 12,125,000; 
in Caucasus, 13,105,000; In Siberia, 12,- 
337,900; In the central Asian provinces, 
11,125,000; Finland, 3,125,000. 


Over 80 per cent of the people of 


Russia are peasants. The land Is their 
problem. 
It means home to them— 


work, life. Their one dream has been 
to own the land. Land ownership Is 
their definition of freedom, their idea 
of happiness. 


The Russian peasant has been a 


stranger In his own country. 
The 


man who tills the soil and lives on the 
land and yet never owns an acre of 
it is a foreigner, even though his 
forbears may have been native to the 
country for centuries. 
The Russians 


have felt this; they are simple, home- 
loving people. From the conversations 
1 have had with Russians of the peas- 
ant class I believe that they have suf- 
fered more because they never had a 
chance to own their own homes, their 
own farms, than from the denial to 
them of political freedom. The land 
question is a heart question, a hearth 
question to them. 


Crime in Land Distribution. 


Some idea of the land crime In Rus- 


sia is told in the startling figures show- 
ing the actual distribution of arable 
land, forests and meadows ID Euro- 
pean Russia. The •following table is 
only one count In the Indictment:

The phrase "class distinction" was 


more than rhetoric In Russia—It wns 
pait of tlie chains. It handcuffed iles- 
tlny, bolted the door of opportunity. 
The great mass of the people, 81.6 
per cent peasants; 10 per cent made 
up the nobility; 9 per cent the 
clergy; 0,8 per cent the burghers 
and nwchnnts; C.1 per cent the mili- 
tary ; thus 147,000,000 of the Russians 
were peasants.
